JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. ; 

Our advices by the present P. and O. mail extend to the 14th 
May, but by the Pacific mail we have eight days later news, viz., 
to the 22nd May ; the French Mail of March 28 arrived out on 
the 15th, and the following P. and O. Mail of April 4 on the 
20th May. The Japan Mail gives the following items of news :— 

The Ides of March (or rather May) have come and have gone, 
and Yokohama subsides into that even round of dulness from 
which it seemingly awakes only twice yearly. It is claimed for 
each race-meeting that it excels its predecessors in all that makes 
racing so pre-eminently attractive and agreeable ; and though 
this has become a somewhat hackneyed and blunted compliment 
we think we may venture to congratulate the Race Committee 
and our local “ Jockey Club” on the successes of the past week, 
and on their share in producing them. On the abstract points 
of racing lore we can say nothing. But we feel sure that any- 
thing productive of innocent pleasure, which offers some little 
variety to the stale excitements of our limited répertoire of amuse- 
ments, benefits this little community in no small degree. The 
week has been one of general holiday (in which the Japanese 
seem, to some extent, to have participated), and has added, how- 
ever little, to the stock of pleasures which the exile gathers in the 
land of the Rising Sun. 

We have been informed that H.E. Enoyé Bunda, Minister of 
Finance, and his colleague Shibusawa have sent in their resigna- 
tion of office to H.M. Government, and that it has been accepted. 
It is said that they have published a letter setting forth the debt 
of the Empire at $104,000,000. They say that the people are 
excessively taxed, that the debt is increasing yearly in conse- 
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quence of the new schemes of the Government, and that a na- 
tiunal tinancial collapse may happen at any moment. . 

A report has been current here that an event of a grave pr 
tical charazter had taken place, in which Shimadzu Sa urd 
was the principal actor, and which, if true, would have betokened 
nothing less than revolution. But it would appear to be im- 

robable that Shimadzu Sabur6 is in any aggressive humour, as 

e has quite recently accepted an honorary appointment, instead 
of office, which places him on a level with less prominent men, 
and it ia wholly unlikely that any of his people would commit a 
treasonable act of their own motion. ° 

The Japan Gazette hears that the general opinion in Yedo is 
that Minister Mori will never return to Japan, but will hence- 
forth shelter himself under European protection, An invitation 
to orm hara kiri is said to await his landing. 

e main street in Yedo is now being improved by having a 
curved macadamised pavement, edged with hard blocks of stone, 
laid along its centre. The new two-storied buildings, intended 
for stores, built of brick and covered with stone-coloured plaster, 
are having their scaffolding removed, and are now nearly ready 
for occupation. When the street is entirely free from the sheds, 
scaffolding, and débris left by the fire and the buiiders, its magni- 
ficent breadth of ninety feet will astonish even the Tokionians. 
With the new pavement, bridges, and architecture, the Tori will 
sur every other thoroughfare in the empire. 

The Japan Gazette furnishes an account of the cause of the 
late fire at the Mikado’s Castle at Yedo, supplied from a native 
source. Some straw ashes (which it seems are used to soften and 
purify water) were deposited in a partially quenched con- 
dition in a cottage within the enclosure, and hence arose the fire 
which spread to the neighbouring buildings. One female was 
burnt to death, and two others were injured. It has been re- 
solved to build a new Palace after European models, to cost, 
with furniture and all complete, some two millions cf dollars, 

Among other novelties, the science of numismatics is receiving 
attention by the Japanese, and coin-collectors are now appearing 
with shops specially devoted to this business. Since the Govern- 
ment has called in the old silver and gold coinage, and is rapidly 
securing the withdrawal of the iron cash from circulation, an 
ancient coin of whatever metal is a daily increasing rarity. In 
a year or two even the copper and brass cash will Be out of use, 
and be remembered only as things of the past. The “cash” of 
Japan, perhaps, more fully than the other native coins, tell the 
history of dynasties and eras in the empire in a vivid and im- 
perishable manner. We hope a good, if not a perfect collection 
will be secured by the Asiatic Society. Specimens of the paper 
money of the empire and of the separate daimiates should ¢ also 
be secured. We should not be surprised, when the Japanese 
stumble over the piece of information that coin-collecting is 

._“ proper” for civilised people, if they should be seized with a 
mane for coin-collecting and numismatists appear by the hun- 

r 

We observe that the attention of American paper manufac- 
turers has been directed to the large resources in respect to avail- 
able materials possessed by Japan. The probability is that in 
the first instance it will be found more desirable to export the 
material in the condition of thoroughly dried and pressed pulp, 
ita subsequent manufacture being carried out in America. There 
is, however, no reason why manufactories should not be estab- 
lished in this country for completing the full process of paper- 
making in situations which offer a sufficient supply of the raw ma- 
terial and abundant water power ; the supply of the first of these 
is said, by those competent to give an opinion, to be extremely 





A fire broke out in the Grand-Stand and stabling at-the race- 
course on the 9th May, and the entire range of Buildiags, in- 
cluding the auxiliary Grand-Stand, has been burnt to the ground. 
The only house that escaped was that belonging to the momban. 
The committee is at present eneseet in investigating the occur- 
rence. It will, most probably, be discovered to be the work of 
an incendiary, and the momban states that he saw a man running 
away on the outbreak of the fire. It would seem that the painters 
had been employed during the day, but as they did not smoke, 
no suspicions attach in that quarter. The accommodation for 
visitors and stabling for the horses being thus destroyed much in- 
convenience was occasioned to the race committee, Rat arrange- 
ments were made to replace the former buildings with temporary 
erections, and the races took place as announced. 

At Kioto there has been a considerable mortality among cattle. 
One owner of oxen employed in bullock drays lost thirty and 
another seventy head within a few days. As the masters could 
not understand the disease, they applied to Mr. Weed, an Ame- 
rican, who, on looking at the other cattle, discovered they were 
suderiag fro.a rinderpest, and succeeded in eradicating it, much 
ts the st sfaction of the owners.

North China Herald :— 


The chief local event of the week has been the annual meet- 
ing of ratepayers, which was opened on the morning of the 12th, 
and occupied the whole of that and the following day. The re- 

rt and accounts for 1872-73 were passed after some debate. 

e sale of the Soochow Creek iron bridge to Messrs. Farnham 
and Co. was approved ; and the loan of Tis. 40,000 to provide 
funds for the purchase of the bridge properties was sanctioned. 
The usual taxes were passed on the old scale, the Council’s 
ono to raise the rate on land and houses being negatived. 

he wheelbarrow-tax was discussed, and the meeting allowed 
the principle of half division with the French Council to stand ; 
it was announced that the Council intended to reduce the num- 
ber of licences. The principle of taxing horses and carriages 
was agreed to. The Council were empowered to invite tenders 
for the construction of new municipal premises. They were 
also empowered to rent, or to raise Ts, 5,000 by debentures to 
build, slaughter houses ; also to raise Tls. 21,000 to pay fora 
new wooden bridge across the Soochow Creek. 

On the 13th the Budget was passed, subject to certain amend- 
ments brought forward by Mr. Johnson. The Council were 
empowered to take steps to re-assess land and houses, and were 
authorised to move the present free ferry bridge to the end of 
Honan-road, or to build a cheap new bridge there, as they might 
think best. The proposal to bund the Hongkew shore of the creek 
between Wills’ bridge and a point opposite the Honan-road was 
carried by 147 against 139 votes. The proposal for a Tramway 
met with much opposition, and was eventually referred _to the 
Council for report. A proposal for a grant in aid of the Chinese 
hospital was met by an amendment, that an amount of Tls. 2,000 
appropriated in the Budget to the Lock Hospital should be trans- 
ferred to this object, in the event of the Council not finding 
themselves in a position to carry out their original scheme. 
Messrs. E. Iveson, F. B. Johnson, F. H. Bell, F. B. Forbes, A. 
Michie, A. A. Hayes, Jr., and F. Nissen, were appointed a com- 
mittee to confer with and assist the council in revising the Land 
Regulations. A resolution ordering the publication of minutes 
of Council meetings was passed. A motion by Mr. Geo. Ford, 
requiring the sanction of six resident ratepayers to applications 
for public-house licenses, was left to the Council, as being quite 
within its powers. The meeting was very fully attended, and 
the proceedings were unusually animated. 

A fatal stabbing case is reported from Hongkew. It appears 
that a couple of Manila men were drinking together in the house 
of one of them, named Roman Ploris, situated in the suburb 
beyond Jane-terrace, chiefly occupied by the natives of that 
island, when high words occurred, and Ploris stabbed the other 
man, Mariano Andreas, in the left side, inflicting a fatal wound. 
Seeing the result of the quarrel, Ploris packed up a few things 
and decamped, leaving behind his wife, a Chinese Catholic, who 
also left the house at once, and went to some friends in the 
French settlement. In the morning the woman called on a 
Catholic priest and related the circumstances, which the reverend 
father immediately reported to the Spanish Consul, M. de Em- 
peranza. The latter visited the scene of the murder, and ordered 
the burial of the deceased, after Dr. Galle had examined the 
body. The difficulty of identifying men of this class has led to 
the inquiries and investigation of the police being unsuccessful 
so far in procuring the arrest of the murderer, and as information 
was only given after a lapse of some ten hours, there was plenty 
of time for him to get out of the way. 

The steamer Union went down the river on the 13th May for 
a trial trip, previous to starting on her destined voyage to Swa- 
tow, for which port she had already on board a full cargo. Un- 
fortunately, however, she got on shore uear Half-way Point, and 
cargo-boats and a tug were sent to lighten her. She returned to 
Shanghai on the 16th, after being on shore for about thirty 
hours, and without having gastaied any damage. 

The following gentlemen have been elected members of the 
French Municipal Council for the ensuing year :—-Messrs. Leroy 
and Maignan (French), Stodart and Mackintosh (foreign). 

The annual match at bowls between the Senior and Junior 
Alleys has been played, and was again won—the fourth year in

By a few 
vigorous blows of the axe, the floor of the verandah wag laid 
open, and a plentiful supply of buckets of water vigorously 
dashed on put a speedy end to all danger.

n the Supreme Court on the 9th May, before Sir Edmund 
Hornby and a jury, consisting of Messrs. R. Francis, A. A. ; 
Krauss, W. H. Gubbins, S. L. Simmonds, and R. H. Artindale, , 
was tried a case of great commercial importance. Messrs. Mil- 
som and Tod, merchants, commission agents, and silk inspectors, 
sued the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank for Tls. 3,000, as ! 
damages sustained by them in consequence of the said bank re- 
fusing payment of a cheque drawn by plaintiffs, while defend- 
ants had sufficient funds in hand belonging to plaintitis to pay 
the cheque ; as also for an order to defendants to pay over to 

laintiffs whatever balance at plaintiffs’ credit remained in the 

nds of defendants. Mr. Wainewright appeared for plaintiffs ; 
Mr. Rennie for defendants. The defence was that the cheque 
had been paid ; and the subsequent recovery of the money by 
defendants was justified on the ground that defendants were 
holders of documentary bills drawn by plaintitis on a firm in 





Europe, whose failure was announced by telegraph on the day j 


when the cheque was presented for payment, so that the ultimate 
outcome of the bills became a matter of uncertainty ; and that 
the terms on which the bank granted advances on the goods which 
formed security for the bills justified them in thus protecting 
themselves. The case occupied the Court from 11 a.m. till 5 p.m. 
Eventually the jury found for the plaintitfs for the full amount 
of damages claimed, and ordered defendants to pay to plaintiffs 
the balance in their hands belonging to the latter. Costs to fol- 





low judgment. 

The American Envoy at Peking has received from the Chinese 
Government a letter acknowledging the services in the Maria 
Lus case of Mr. C. O. Shepard, American Consul at Yokohama. 
The following is a translation of this letter :— 


The Minister of the Tsung-li-yamen to his Excellency the Minister 
of the United States, 

Some time since the Superintendents of Trade for the Northern and 
Southern ports reported to us that they had been informed by the 
Intendant at Shanghai that 4 Japanese official named Chéng-Yung-Ning 
had called at his yamén to say that there was a Peruvian’ vessel at 
Yokohama having more than 200 kidnapped Chinese on board; that 
the Japanese Government had detained the ship with all on board, and 
that the local officials, in conjunction with the American Consul at that 
port, had instituted an examination into the whole uffair, and had taken 
the depositions of the passengers and crew. A report of their proceed- 
ings and thcir conclusions had been made to the Emperor. On receipt 
of this intelligence a deputy appointed by the Superintendent of 
Trade for the Southern ports, accompanied by the American in- 
terpreter, Mr. McCartie, and the Japanese official who furnished 
the information, proceeded at once to Yokohama to look into the 
case and see that it was properly adjusted. Immediately upon 
their arrival arrangements were made by which the kidnapped people 
were returned to Shanghai, to the end that further and more definite 
inquiries might be made, and each be sent to his own home. It ap- 
pears that Macao has long been the head-quarters for kidnapping men 
to be sent abroad ; in the present instance both the crew and the coolies 
declared that they came from Macao. They were detained by the 
Japanese Government at Yokohama, and your Cunsul at that port 
manifested the same solicitude and regard for them as though they had 
been his own ccuntrymen. He, in company with the other officials, 
brought the casd’to a proper issue, and succeeded in liberating those 
poor people and sending them all back to thcir homes. This action on 
the part of American officials is satisfactory in the extreme ; it is a 
new and complete manifestation of the sincere friendship and good- 
will now so happily existing between the two nations, and is quite in 
accord with your express desire to rescue and save our people from 
harm. To acknowledge our obligation and express our thanks is the 
object of this note. 





HONG KONG. 
Our advices extend to the 24th May; the French mail from 


London, April 11, was received on the 18th May. The following 
jtems of news are from the China Mail :— 
Very heavy thunderstorms have prevailed, and several places 
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have been struck hy lightning. The heaviest of these storms 
was experienced on the 13th May. On that day Mr. Linstead 
(of Messrs, A. G. Hogg and Co.) was seated at his desk writing, 
when the fluid struck the chimney of the building, and thence, 
apparently dividing into two, simultaneously entered, both his 
own room anid that occupied by Mr. Freire, his clerk. In both 
cases the plaster of the walls was violently torn away, much of 
the glass was broken, and the framing and jambs of the windows 
and venetians were split from top to bottom, the wood catching 
fire and filling the rooms immediately with smoke. Both gentle- 
men were struck by the dzbris. After passing out of Messrs, 
Hogg and Co.’s office, the flash struck the roof of Messrs. Gibb, 
Livingston, and Co.’s godown, through which it passed to a drain 
below, knocking aside some tiles and a drain tube.on the way. 
The godown was partially filled with iron-bound cotton bales, 
and as no damage seems to have been done to them, we may 
presume that the honping acted as a safe conductor. Altogether 
the escape of the gentlemen in Messrs. Hogg’s office seems little 
less than miraculous. 

The same storm passed over Canton, where the house of the 
Rev. C. F. Preston was struck by lightning; the electric fluid 
passed down the pillar in the south-west corner of the verandah, 
and the doors and venetians next the south-west corner of the 
house, both up stairs and down, were splintered in several places. 
Mr. and Mrs. Preston were sitting in the parlour at the time, a 
few fect from the doors which were splintered, but suffered no 
harm except the shock. There were several fatal casualties 
among the Chinese. A shopman in a shoe-dealer’s shop was 
struck dead; asimilar fate befell a shopman in a rice-shop ; 
three inmates of a brothel near the western suburb were killed ; 
as were also two assistants in two hongs at Yow Lan Moon, a

Tong, a man living in Ivory-lane, Kwai Tuk Moon, and a Bhud- 
hist priest in the Luk Loong monastery, or the “ Monastery of 
the Six Banyans.” At Shiu Hing it is said that fourteen men 
and women were working in the fields when the storm came on ; 
they all ran beneath a Fung-shuey Tower to take shelter, but it 
was struck by lightning, and of the fourteen people only three 
men survived. 

We have received a copy of the first number of “The China 
and Japan Sporting Magazine,” a pamphlet which is in future to 
be published monthly. ‘Ihe present number contains an account 
of the Shanghai Race meeting just ended, and a reprint of 
various other sporting records, including a synopsis of the Shang- 
hai meetings of 1871 and 1872, taken from the local newspapers. 
We do not, however, note that the Hong Kong races find any 
place—a somewhat curious omission, if, as we presume, it is in- 
tended to make it a record of events in China for the current 

ear. There is ample material for such a publication, even if it 

e only a reprint, but it is scarcely likely to be popular in the 
South, if, while the events at Shanghai for three years are dul 
recorded, Hong Kong, Canton and other racing ports are ‘aaored. 

We are glad to note that the American Consulate is taking 
stringent measures to prohibit the shipment of any coolies from 
Macao to San Francisco, vessels bound to the latter port receiv- 
ing their certificates only on condition of not touching at the 
Holy City. We understand that certain residents at Macao 
intend buying a steamer to place on the San Francisco line, in 
competition with those leaving Hong Kong. The four Portuguese 
coolie-brokers who were apprehended by the Chinese gunboat, 
on the West Coast, and taken to Canton, have been handed over 
to the Portuguese authorities. 

The senior magistrate has been engaged faveshi gene. @ case 
in which the rendition of a prisoner was applied for by the 
Chinese authorities. The charge against him was kidnapping 
three Chinamen from Chinese territory and bringing them to 
Hong Kong. The magistrate committed him to prison to await 
the orders of the Governor as to his disposal. ; 

On the morning of the 19th May, people in the neig hbourhood 
of Bridges-street were alarmed by the sudden noise of a con- 
tinuous crash lasting for some minutes, It was soon ascertained 
that the embankment or rctaining wall to a row of houses above 
those in Bridges-street, immediately behind the Hollywood-road 
Joss House, bad given way, but fortunately nobody was hurt, 
nor was any material damage done to the houses underneath. 

We learn that Captain Gottlieb, of the J. C. Orsted, has dis- 
covered the rock on which the Sedan struck and was wrecked. 
It is one of a cluster of rocks, not marked on any of the charts, 
and lying, as was reported by Captain Winter, right in the track 
of steamers bound up inside during the N.E. monsoon, about 
two miles south of the “ Comet Rock.” 

The Guzette notifies that a line of British Mail Contract Packets 
has been established between Aden and Zanzibar, which, with 
connecting lines, will atford a regular means of conveyance of 
correspondence from Hong Kong for the foreign ports on the 
East African Coast, as well as for Natal and the Cape Colony, 
St. Helena and Ascension. 

Great improvements have been made at East Point. A new 
drive, leading from Messrs. Jardine’s premises to the Sow-ke- 
wan road, has been completed, and new roads have been laid out 
on the Mint reserve. 

The Oneida monument has been embarked on board the U.8.S. 
Pantic. A rumour is afloat of the loss of the steamer Alona, 
but it is generally discredited.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the Ist 
June ; the French mail from London, April 25th, arrived out on 
the 26th May. The following summary of news is from the 
Straits Times :— 

The fortnight has been more than usually devoid of affairs of 
interest. The Legislative Council has had two meetings, but its 
deliberations have not been marked by anything calling for 
special comment. A motion has been made in favour of grant- 
ing the concession for the Penang Wharf, and Messrs.'Sandilands, 
Buttery and Co., through their counsel, Mr. Aitken, have op- 

the scheme for reasons of theirown. There is to bea 
slight reduction in the fees for certain stamps, and the Council 
has approved of the recommendation of the Select Committee on 
the stamp revenue to substitute adhesive for impressed stamps 
in many mercantile documents. The report of the Committee 
of Inquiry into the working of the municipalities has not yet 
been taken into consideration. 

A petition has been presented to the Governor on behalf of the 
Chinese traders of the colony, showing how necessary it is to the 
prosperity of the place that the policy of the Government should be 
changed, and pointing out the causes which have led to the steady 
decline of the trade of the Settlements since the transfer from 
the Indian to the Colonial-office. The petition is ably drawn up, 
and will, it is to be hoped, if earnestly supported by Straits 
people at home, and the influence within their command enlisted 
to that end, induce the Imperial Government to confer the neces- 
sary powers on the Governor of the colony, to enable him to 
support and protect its legitimate trade. 

he latest phase of the Atchin war is the determination of the 
Atchinese, as we are informed by telegram from Penang, not to 
trade at all with the British unless guaranteed a safe conduct. 
An article from a Batavia paper advocates the total suppression 
of the trade of Atchin by strict blockade, and suggests that in 
order to do this effectually a cordon of steam vessels should be 
extended from Rhio to Atchin. We presume, however, there is 
no likelihood of the Dutch Government attempting any such 
blockade of the Straits. 

It will be remembered that in answer to a complaint which 
appeared in this paper, and also in the Penang papers, about no 
warning having been given by the Dutch Government as to the 
intended war, the Java papers taunted us with the fact that our 
local Government had been fully advised and had expressed its 
decided approval of the Dutch proposed line of action. No con- 
tradiction been as yet vouchanted by our Government as to 
this assertion, and the natural presumption, therefore, is that it 
is correct. If that is so, we venture to say that Sir Harry Ord 
has been guilty of very grave dereliction of duty, which calls for 
the severest censure, in not giving warning to peaceable traders 
as to what was going to happen, at the earliest possible opportu- 
nity in his power. And we would suggest that some one of our 
unofficial members of Council would be performing a public duty 
in interpellating his Excellency upon the subject at the next 
meeting of Council on Friday. It might also be asked, at the 
same time, whether there is any truth in the following statement, 
which appeared in the Java Bode of the 10th May :— 

“The Sultan of Atchin has addressed a letter to the Governor of the 
Straits Settlements, in which he informs the governor that the Nether- 
lands Indian troops had departed, and that, on the return of the latter, 
the Atchinese will defend themselves to the last man, and that they 
will not give in, but that Atchin is, however, ready to submit to Britain, 
and calls in the assistance of that kingdom.” 

If there be any truth in this a ie we are sorry for the Sultan 
of Atchin, and can assure him that he is trusting to a broken 
reed if he counts upon any help or assistance from the present 
British Government, and we would strongly counsel him to make 
terms with the Dutch with as little delay as possible. The 
Governor of the Straits Settlements is absolutely powerless for 
help, and the whole world knows that the Gladstone Ministry's 
policy is peace at any price. 

Among the passengers for Europe by the present mail is Mr. 
J. J. Greenshields, an old and deservedly esteemed resident, who 
goes home for a holiday. Though he has not been long among 
us since his last return from Europe, Mr. Greenshields has al- 
ways taken a leading part in the affairs of the place, and kept a 
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watchful eye upon its interests. In his seat in Counc” *e has 
been a staunch advocate of any measure which he deentt”likely 
to advance the welfare of the colony, and a keen and watchful 
opponent of those likely to militate to the general disadvantage 
or to press hardly upon any class of the people ; and his absence 
will be sensibly felt by the community. 

Before Captain Walshe, the police magistrate, Michael Cun- 
ningham, Henry Reeves and James Waugh, privates of the 10th 
Regiment, were arraigned on a charge of stealing two gold rings 
from the shop of a Chinese goldsmith, in North Bridge-road, 
The evidence went to show that Reeves and Waugh entered the 
prosecutor's shop, and asked to be shown some rings, while Cun- 
ningham stationed himself outside the door. Reeves pnt one 
ring on his finger and another in his pocket, and then walked . 
out of the shop, followed by Waugh. All three then ran off, but 
were stopped by the patrol. Captain Walshe sentenced them 
each to ae months’ rigorous imprisonment. 

The remaining two of the eight Chinese sentenced to death for 
the High-street robbery and murder, who were reprieved for 
one nee have had their sentences commuted to imprisonment 
for life. 

We learn from Penang that the Logan Memorial has been 
erected in front of the Court-house, waiting for the inscription of 
tablets in English, Chinese, Tamil, or Malay to be inserted in 
their respective niches, and also an iron railing to be put up 
around the column. The monument is gothic, and has a cross on 
the top, below which are four angels, and beneath are four female 
figures, each six feet high, emblematic of Justice, Fortitude, 
Wisdom, and Temperance. Justice has the sword and scales, 
Fortitude a club, Wisdom an open book, and Temperance has a 
chain and bit. Between these figures and the basement there is 
a medallion of J. R. Logan in white marble.

IMPORTS. 

YoxonamMa.—There had been little if any change in the market, 
which has continued in an unsatisfactory condition. Grey Shirtings 
had been in limited request, andin Yarn a moderate business had been 
done, chiefly in Nos. 16 to 24, although there had been also rather more 
doing in Nos. 28 to 32, and Nos. 38 to 42, In other goods business had 
been extremely limited. In Metals there had been an improved de- 
mand for Nail Rod Iron, and Pig Iron also had been enquired for. 
Quotations :—Cotton Yarn: No. 16 to 24, $39.00 to 40.25 per picul ; 
No. 28 to 32, $42.50 to 44.00 ; No. 38 to 42, $42.00 to 45.00 ; Iron, flat 
and round, $4.50 to 5.00 per picul ; nail rod, $4.50 to 5.35 per picul ; 
pig, $2.05 per picul. 

Hroco-Osaka.— Imports ‘in gencral had remained dull, and most 
deliveries were consequently smaller. Near the close, however, buyers 
showed some more activity, and the tendency of the market was a little 
firmer. Cotton Yarn, Nos. 16-24 and 28-32, remained unaltered, but 
closed with an advance of $1 to 1.50 per bale for both. Grey Shirt- 
ings : The better prices last reported could not be maintained, but at 
the lower rates ruling a considerable business, especially in 8} 1b., had 
been done, the market closing a little strengthened. Black Velvets 
were again lower, and nominal, even at current quotations. Taffachelass, 
single warp, were much wanted, and being scarce, prices for g 0d aszort- 
ments steadily advanced, remaining firm at the close. The demand for 
Plain Mousselines continued, but prices were weaker, with still heavy 
stocks ; for good patterns printed better rates could be obtained. Quo- 
tations :—Cotton Yarn, Nos. 16 to 24, $122.00 to 123.00 ; 28 to 32,$133.00 
to 134.00 per bale. Cotton Piece Gunds: GE Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs., 
88 yards 39 in., $2.28 to 2.30; 8} to 84 Ibs., 38 yards, 39 in., $2.55 
to 2.60 ; 9 lbs. ditto 44 in., $2.85 to 2.90 ; T-Cloths, 6 to 7 Ib., $1.55 to 
1.85 ; Velvets, black, $8.20 to 8.75 ; Taffachelass, double warp, 12 yds. 
43in., $3.00 to 3.25; Taffachelass, single warp, 12 yds. 43in., $2.60 
to 2.90 ; Camlets, S.S. Scarlet, $18.00 to 18.50 ; Long Ells, Scarlet, 12 
Ibs., $7.50 to 8.00 per piece ; Blankets, $0.36 to 0.364 per Ib. 

TIENTSIN.—The accounts had been rather more encouraging in tone. 
Greater activity and an increasing disposition to do business were ap- 
parent, and prices seem to be stiffening. But it was feared that so soon 
as principals hear of the decline on the Shanghai market, buying limits 
would be reduced, and trade would relapse into the old groove of 
“hand-to-mouth.” 

Hanxow.—A fair business had been doing, though the large sellers 
were still allowing the extended credit mentioned in our last report. 
Cotton Goods.—Grey Shirtings : 7 Ibs., declined 2 candareens, and in 
little demand. 8} lbs., owing to anxiety of holders to effect sales, had 
dropped about 1 candareen, sellers taking 50 daysfBank Orders. 10 
Ibs., in some demand, but 2 candareens lower. White Shirtings.—Only 
sale 500 pieces very fine at Tls. 3.08. T-Cloths.—6 lbs., only 1,000 
pieces taken at Tls. 1.20. 7 lbs., sales on a larger scale, 16,850 pieces, 
prices without change. 8 Ibs., sales small, at a reduction of 2 to 3 
candareens. Drills.— Low prices had attracted buyers, and a large business 
had been transacted, and rates now show an advance of 5 candareens 
from the lowest point. Jeans.—Large business at about former rates. 
Fancy Cottons.—Still much neglected. Woollens and Worsteds.— 
Business most limited. Spanish Stripes sold at a deecline of 2 to 3 
candareens. A few Scarlet Long Ells taken at former rates. Figured 
Orleans.—Quite neglected. Metals.—Lead : Very, little demand, but 
holders firm, and prices have advanced to Tls. 5.30 to 5.40. Quick- 
silver.—Tls. 91.00 per picul. 

SHanGHal.—Cottons: Notwithstanding better accounts from the 
northern markets, there had been so much eagerness on the part of 
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some importers to get rid of their stocks that prices had further de- 
clined. This anxiety to sell was possibly attributable to telegraphic 
advices of very heavy shipments of Plain Cottons during the month of 
April. Grey Shirtings, of all weights, had steadily declined in value ; 
the dealers, though anxious to buy, withheld their offers, and a limited 
business only had resulted. White Shirtings were also quoted lower, 
though the stock was less by one-half than at corresponding date last 
year. T-, -oths, both Mexicans and common, had also suffered in value 
from the general desire to sell, and the reluctance of dealers to make 
offers. Drills, under the influence of continued forced sales, had shown 
further weakness. Jeans and Sheetings were almost unsaleable. In 
Fancy Cottons there had been but a trifling business. Woollens : 
Scarlet Long Ells, notwithstanding a comparatively small stock here, 
and the high cost in Yorkshire, had been placed in quantity at low 
rates. Spanish Stripes had also been sold at unaccountably ruinous 
prices. Figured Orleans, of Tientsin designs and good assortment, have 
been in active request. Lastings, Plain and Craped, were less sought 
after, and for Medium Cloths there was hardly a market. Metals: Im- 
porters had sold only 4,000 bundles of Nail-rod Iron, at prices showing 
little or no alteration. The trade demand continued very small, with 
an entire absence of speculative inquiry, but holders were apparently 
firm in their determination to maintain rates. Lead fairly steady ; 
holders declined current offers. Tls. 5.30 for L.B. refused. 

Foocrow.—But little business has been doing, and the only sales re- 
pores had been 1,650 pieces T-Cloths at $2 to $2.60, according to 
quality. 

Hoxe Kona.—The arrivals in addition tothe mail steamers had been 
the s.s. Achilles and Tchihatchoff, with full cargoes of manufactured 
gvods. There had been a more active market than for some time pre- 
viously, importers having shown more willingness to meet the demand, 
and even in some instances making a slight concession. Towards the 
close there had been less inquiry for goods, the dealers being apparently 
in goxd supply. Yarn: 16/243, Chinese well supplied and little de- 
mand ; to effect sales lower prices would have to be taken, indeed, the 
dealers were reselling many of their late purchases at a loss of $1 to 2 
per bale ; 28/32s in the absence of any demand declined $1 to 1.50 per 
bale ; in 38/428 a like decline had taken place. Grey Shirtings: 7 lb., 
dealers trying hard to get prices down, and importers resisting ; stocks 
moderate and a fair amount of business done; 8.4 lb. limited in de- 
mand, at lower prices; 9 to 10 lb. are quite neglected. White 

Shirtings: 54.60 reed scarce and wanted, prices advanced 5c. to 
102. ; 64,56 reed in better demand, and also advanced 5c. ; 68/72 reed 
unchanged in value and in moderate request ; finer qualities taken to a 
fair extent at last quotations, White Irishes in limited demand at late de- 
cline. T-Cloths : 6 lbs., importers had met the demand freely, and 
prices had given way le. to 2c. per piece ; 7 lbs., better qualities weaker, 
only moderate inquiry altogether. Mexicans 6 Ibs. declined 5c., and in 
little or no inquiry ; 7 Ibs, lower grades fair business done at prices 
more in buyers’ favour, better makes difficult to move ; 8 lbs., less asked 
for, prices unchanged. Drills: English 14 to 15 Ibs. declined 5c. per 
piece, and in heavy stuck. Jeans out of demand. Sheetings given way 
Se. per piece, and difficult to move. Fancy Goods: White Sputted 
Shirtings not been asked for. Dyed Spots taken to a small extent. 
White Brocades neglected ; Dyed Brocades found buyers at $3.60 to 
3.90. Dyed Damasks quite out of demand. Turkey Red Cambrics, 
trifling business at late prices. Chintzes Assorted declined 5c. Gentian 
Twills unsaleable. Handkerchiefs nominal, Velvets could not be moved. 
Woollens : Habit Cloth declined 5c. Spanish Stripes in limited request 
at rather lower prices. Blankets being moved at former prices. Long 
Ella in moderate demand at last quotations. Camlets quite neglected. 
Lastings and Crape Lastings not asked for. Figured Lustres unchanged. 
Metals: Nail Rod Iron declined 5c. per picul. Bar in small request at 
alike decline. Hoop not asked for. Round 10c. lower. Wire un- 
changed. Tin Plates, a further advance of 25c. established. Quick- 
silver in good demand at an advance of $3. Yellow Metal unchanged, 
very little inquiry. Lead : No demand from the Chinese, but specula- 
tors had sent prices up to $7 per picul for L.B. 

Cantox.—Lead had further advanced; sales of L.B. having been 
made as high as $7.70, that and similar brands were quoted $7.60 to 
7.70, W.B. 87.80 to 7.85 per picul. Quicksilver: There were buyers 
at $117 per picul, Hong Kong terms. 

Batavia.—There had been a very quiet market for Cotton Manufac- 
tures, and there were no signs of a revival of activity in demand, all 
descriptions of staples being saleable only to a very trifling extent, and 
at losing rates. During the fortnight transactions had been on a very 
limited scale, and hardly any alteration had occurred in values.

TEA. 

YoxouaMa.—Settlements had continued on a small scale at gradually 
declining prices until near the close, when arrivals came in freely, and 
some considerable purchases were made at a decline of fully $10 on 
the opening rates. Total settlements of new leaf amounted to about 
2,000 piculs, the average of prices ranging from $44 to $55 per picul. 
The steamer Quang-Se had taken 100,648 Ibs. for San Francisco, 52,613 
Iba. for New York, 24,181 lbs. for Boston, and 2,533 Ibs. for Chicago. 

Hroco-Osaka.—The market had been opened at prices ranging from 
Rios 59 and upwards. Some 620 piculs had been settled at about these 
rates, the native dealers being very firm in their demands. Stocks 
were about 300 piculs, and were rapidly increasing, so that prices were 
expected to becyme lower. 

Haxxow.—It'was expected that the first musters of new Teas would 
be placed on the market about the 17th May. 

Kivxtanc.—Black Teas: The new Tea was being packed in the 
country ; small musters had come to hand, and the Tea itself was ex- 
pected about 24th or 26th May, or about a weck later than last year. 
The price in the country was lower by about one tael than last season ; 
the total crop was expected to be about the same. 

Suancuar.—There had been no business to advise. 
Hoxc Konc.— Telegrams from Shanghai state that the first pur- 
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chases of new Teas at Hankow were made on the 6th May, three da: 
later than last year, by the settlement of about 9,000 peck ares of Mo. 
nings at Tls. 33 to 34, the arrivals having been 47,500 chests up to the 
latest date. The quality was considered equal, on the whole, to that 
of last season, and the range of prices much the same as at a like date 
last year. Operations at Kiukiang were also reported, the opening fi- 
gure for Ningchows being Tls.39. Five steamers and one sailing vessel 
had been advertised to load new Teas at Hankow for London, and two 
steamers would be placed on the berth at the same port to take early 
teas direct to Odessa. 

CanTon.—Messrs. Deacon and Co.’s report says :—Shipments of Tea 
have been on a fair scale, but with the exception of some new make 
Congous from Macao all have been under contract, and with the extra- 
vagant prices named by the teamen, buying of Scented Teas for the 
English market is likely to be on a very trifling scale for some time to 
come. Congous: Settlements are limited to 150 half-chests and 190 
boxes at Tis. 20 to 23 per picul. Scented Teas: Musters of the new 
crop lately put forward show an improvement on the early ones, and as 
regards cleanness compare favourably with those of last season. Scent- 
ing flower is scarce, and possesses little virtue, in consequence of the 
very rainy weather recently prevalent, and very high prices are now 
being paid in order to complete contracts for shipment by an early 
steamer. Of market Teas about 3,500 boxes Caper and 2,500 boxes 
Orange Pekoe are reported to have been settled on private terms, and 
generally teamen ask prices unwarranted by the present state of the 
London market. Canton Greens: Of Gunpowder 3,000 boxes have 
been purchased at Tls. 20 to 25 per picul, the bulk of which is said to 
be for the Australian market, and the scale of value is much above that 
current in England. 

SILK. 


YoxoHaMa.—The market had worn a quiet aspect, and as natives 
were refusing to bring down fresh supplies at current rates, stocks had 
been much reduced, notwithstanding small settlements. Of Hanks in 
particular the market was almost cleared, and what remained in this 
class consisted almost exclusively of inferior parcels, and these were 
pressed for sale at rather lower rates ; otherwise for the purchases of 
the fortnight former rates had been paid. In Oshus and other sort 
but small, if any, concessions had been obtainable. The new crop was 
said to be progressing favourably, notwithstanding partial damage by 
frost in some districts. 

SuancHal.—The only business reported had been a few trifling 
settlements on Chinese account. The news from the country re; i 
the new crop continued very satisfactory. Settlements for the past 
fortnight, Chinas, 100 bales.

Canton.—About 100 bales, consisting of Kowkong, Loongkong, Seu- 
lam and Lacklow sorts had arrived from the country, but no transactions 
had taken place. There seemed to be no immediate prospect of a com- 
mencement, and the caution evinced was in marked contrast with the, 
forwardness displayed by some operators at the beginning of last seaso 
The musters on show were disappointing, the size being fullish, an 
cleanness (the great desideratum in Cantons) was wanting; still from a 
few hurriedly reeled samples a proper impression of the crop could not 
be formed, and it was hoped that subsequent arrivals would show an 
improvement in quality generally. Those to hand contained an undue 
amount of moisture, consequent upon the very wet weather. -

COMMERCIAL POSTSCRIPT.

The following is the report of the directors of the Eastern 
Telegraph Company (Limited), to be submitted at the second 
ordinary half-yearly meeting on the 15th inst. :-— 


The directors, in presenting to the shareholders the half-yearly 
sccounts to 31st March, 1873, have to report that since the last meeting 
the different sections of the company's lines have continued in good 
working order. A concession having been granted by the Spanish 
Government for laying the duplicate Falmouth-Lisbon cable on Spanish 
territory, the directors have selected Vigo as being the most suitable 
station. The first sectiun between Vigo and England was successfully 
laid and opened for traffic on the 15th of June last, and that between 
Vigo and Lisbon will be completed within the time specified in the con- 
ezssion. The Brazilian Submarine Telegraph Company (Limited) has 
been formed to lay a telegraph line between Lisbon and Brazil, and the 
manufacture of its cable is in active progress. Satisfactory working 
arrangements have been concluded, providing for the transmission of 
the Brazilian traffic over the cables of this company between Lisbon 
and England, and for the systems of the two companies being worked 
in unison. A concession has been granted to the company by the 
Italian Government for a line between Brindisi and Alexandria, touch- 
iaz at Zante and Candia, and the manufacture of the cable is being 
rapidly proceeded with. It is expected that the cable will be laid by 
the 30th November next, as required by the terms of the concession. 

The company’srevenue for thesix monthsending March 31 amounted to 
£201,081 19s., from which is deducted the ordinary expenses of the com- 

iny, leaving a balance of £160,252 Ss, 6d. ; of this amount £7,569 17s. 1d. 
i: absorbed by arecial expenditure during the last half-year, and £2,801 
1s, 5d. by incomb-tax in India and England, leaving £149,881 10s, 
which, together with the balance from the preceding half-year, gives an 
available sum of £180,872 15s. 10d. The direotors have already dis- 
tributed 45 per cent. in interim dividends to the quarter ending 31st 
D:cember last, and they now recommend the declaration of a dividend 
of 53. per share, making, with the three previous payments, a total 
dividend for the year at the rate of 7 per cent., and they have carried 
to the reserve fund the sum of £42,958 11s, 2d., making a total balance 
of that fund of £82,844 16s, 1d.

THE LAST OF THE AUDIENCE QUESTION. 
“ THE Peking Gazette of the 14th ult. contains an Imperial 
“ Edict, which announces that all duly accredited Foreign 


“ Ministers will be allowed to have audience with the Em- 


“peror.” Such is the gratifying message which announces 
the solution of the much-vexed Audience Question. To 
very many people this telegram will appear as of little im- 
portance. Very few will be able to appreciate the labour 
and skill necessary for the achievement of the great diplo- 
matic triumph implied, and only those who have borne a 
eal in the conduct of business with Chinese officials will 

able to enter into the feeling of relief which must have 
encompassed the foreign Ministers and theirsecretaries at the 
cessation of the weary struggle and everlasting interchange 
of “notes” which has been going on for months and years 
between the Legation and the Tsung-li Yamun on this knotty 
point. Nothing short of the delight with which a decision 
in the Tichborne case would be hailed by the jury can 
give any adequate idea of the restful satisfaction which 


must now be enjoyed by those hard-worked officials. 


But above and beyond the relief afforded by the con- 
clusion of the struggle it must be remembered that 
the Ministers have gained the greatest possible diplomatic 
triumph which has yet been achieved in China. From the 
time of the first Foreign Embassy to Peking, down to the 
present day, this point, with the exception of the solitary 
instance of Lord MACARTNEY’S mission, has been the one 
on which the Chinese Government has stood most firm. 
Their position has always been straightforward and intelligi- 
ble. “There is but one sun,” they said, “and there is but 
one Emperor.” All nations of the earth were, therefore, as 
dust before him, and Foreign Ambassadors were bound to 
enter his presence as envoys from vassal States. This state 
of things has now fortunately disappeared, it may be hoped, 
for ever, and much credit is due to the toreign agents, 
and notably to Mr. WADE, by whom this change in the 
national wuslict? has been effected. 

The shadows which are said to precede coming events 
have not been wanting in this instance. Not many weeks 

o Peking was startled by the report that a Prince of the 
Blood had accosted a foreign member of the Custom-house 
in the streets of the capital ; and the occasion of the return 
of his Majesty TUNG-CHIH from his recent visit to the Impe- 
rial-Tombs was the first, in the history of China, in which an 
Emperor has been borne through the streets of Peking in an 
open chair, exposed to the gaze not only of his own subjects, 
but to that of the outer barbarians. Moral pressure has 
been brought strongly to bear on China during the last 
few years, and the fact has at last been forced upon her 
that it is impossible that she can any longer stand 
still amid the universal movement which is going on 
around her. Zhe wonderful advsnces made by Japan 
have no doubt largely influenced the minds of Chinese 
statesmen. The power that country has acquired by the 
adoption of foreign arts and manufactures has made 
it necessary for them to employ similar means for their own 
protection ; but, above all, the Japanese have demonstrated 
under the eyes of Prince KUNG and his colleagues the pos- 
sibility of introducing foreign ideas and appliances into an 
ancient autocratic state without either weakening the Go- 
vernment or causing dissatisfaction or distress among the 
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natives. The high-minded policy pursued by the MIKADo’s 
Government, in its recent negotiations with the Peking offi- 
cials, must have opened their eyes to the enlightening effects 
of Western influence ; and though it is doubtful whether the 
appearance at the Tsung-li Yamun, of the latest Japanese 
Envoy, in a suit of European clothes, would raise him in 
the opinion of the Celestials, it is yet certain thd’ ue ideas 
he represents will serve to stimulate them, to move slowly 
it may be, but still to move in the same direction. 


A TELEGRAM announces that the Netherlands Indian 
Government have offered to the Atchinese, as conditions 
of peace, to rebuild their mosque and pay the expenses of 
the war, at the same time undertaking not to interfere 
with the independence or religion of the country. The 
Dutch Government have, however, received no official con- 
firmation of this statement, and consider it very impro- 
bable. 


THE Japanese Embassy arrived at Geneva on the 30th 
ult., and were received by the President of the Council of 
State. The Ambassadors and suite will return to Japan 
by the next French mail steamer, which leaves Marseilles 
on the 20th inst. Six of the Japanese Commissioners at 
the Vienna Exhibition, with their suite, proceeded by last 
outward mail. : 


WE have been requested to announce that the Congress 
of Orientalists which was to have been held at Paris during 
the course of this month has, at the request of a number 
of European Savants, been postponed until the 1st September 
next. 


THE Hon. RICHARD CaYLEy, M.A, has been appointed 
Puisne Judge of the Supreme Court of Ceylon. Mr. Cay- 
LEY was called to the Bar in 1862, and has occupied the 
post of Queen’s Advocate in Ceylon since 1867. 


CHINA TRADE RETURNS. 

We have received the abstract of trade and customs revenue 
statistics at the Treaty Ports from 1864 to 1872, with tLe Returns 
of Trade for the latter year. The following is our usual ré- 
sumé :— 

The annual value of the total foreign trade of China rose from 
Tis. 105,300,087 in 1864 to Tis. 121,898,792 in 1865, Tla. 
130,725,481 in 1866, Tls. 127,225,454 in 1867, Ts. 140,235,946 in 
1868, Tls. 142,067,189 in 1869, Tls. 132,990,513 in 1870, Tls. 
153,050,643 in 1871, and Tls. 158,546,017 in 1872. It has, how- 
ever, to be remembered that the want of trade statistics at Hong 
Kong makes this return an imperfect one. 

The Customs Revenue rose from Tls. 7,874,279 in 1864 to Tls. 
8,289,281 in 1865, Ts. 8,781,875 in 1866, Tls. 8,864,817 in 1867, 
Tls. 9,448,474 in 1868, 'Tls. 9,878,848 in 1869, Tls. 9,543,977 in 
1870, Tis. 11,216,146 in 1871, and Tls. 11,678,636 in 1872. 

It may be convenient to state here that the Haikwan Tael, in 
which the Customs revenue is stated, is equivalent to 63. 73d. in 
English money. The Shanghai Tael —-in which are stated the 
values for Shanghai, and the ports south (with the exception of 
Ningpo, the values for which ports are stated in Haikwan Taels) 
—is equivalent to 5s. 11 7-10d. in English money. The values 
for the three northern and the three river ports are given in local 
Taels, 104 to 106 of which equal 100 Haikwan Taels. 

The annual value of the trade with Great Britain rose from 
Tis. 49,377,167 in 1865 to Tis. 49,770,547 in 1866, Tls, 52,197,794 
in 1867, Tls. 66,519,679 in 1868, Tis. 62,892,962 in 1869, 
Tls. 59,019,580 in 1870, Tls. 63,960,954 in 1871, and Tls. 72,207,983 
in 1872. 

In addition are the imports from Hong Kong, which come 
originally from Great Britain, America, India, the Straits, and 
other countries. Between 1865 and 1872 these rose from Ts. 
18,121,585 to Tls. 23,264,157. The exports to the same port rose 
in the same time from Tls. 9,921,163 to Tls. 13,440,943. 

The imports from India were Tls. 26,388,210 in 1865, Tls. 
35,328,351 in 1866, Ts. 31,915,504 in 1867, Tis. 26,098,085 in 
1863, Tls. 19,745,464 in 1869, Tls. 19,826,232 in 1870, Ts. 
20,923,023 in 1871, and Tis. 18,488,627 in 1872. 

The exports to the United States rose from Tls. 5,864,825 in 
1865 to Tls. 13,279,988 in 1872. 

The exports to Russia, via Kiachta, were Tis. 1,898,761 in 
1872. By way of Odessa Russia took of us Tls%, 1,016,563. 

The trade with the remaining countries is of Yess importance. 
Singapore and the Straits show Tls. 808,243 imports, and Tls. 
459,211 exports, in 1872. Australia took Tls. 463,140, and 
sent us Tls, 2,286,314. New Zealand took Tls. 33,000, and 
sent us Tls. 100,351. From South Africa we received Tls. 
131,761. From British America we received Tls. 177,748. 
The whole continent of Europe sent only Tls,.390,044 and took 
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only Tis. 4,848,960. . The export is, however, a very considerable 
increase on any previous year. The exports to South America 
were Tls. 193,020. The Amoor Provinces took Tls. 44,073 and 
sent us Tls. 214,274. Japan took Tis. 1,461,195 and sent us Tls. 
3,147,747. The Philippines took Tls. 266,701 and sent us Tls, 
225,158. Cochin China sent us Tls. 509,588 in exchange for 
Tls. 126,977. The exports to Siam were Tls. 164,948—the im- 
pe fiom there Tls, 455,374. The exports to Java amounted to 

Is. 332,460, and the imports to Tls. 239,370. Tis. 137,974 were 
sent to Suez. 

Analysing the foreign imports of 1871 and 1872, we find the 
latter showing 60,724 piculs, against 59,530. Grey Shirtings fell 
in quantity from 7,824,885 pieces to 4,149,846 ; white shirtings 
showed only 31,711 pieces, against 38,706 ; T-cloths rose from 
4,167,103 pieces to 4,968,871 ; drills increased from 764,812 pieces 
to 1,064,798 ; sheetings advanced from 56,554 pieces to 138,346 ; 
jeans and twills advanced from 189,097 pieces to 405,469; 
chintzes, &c., rose from 76,059 ps. to 182,064 ; Turkey reds and 
cambrics showed 73,145 ps. against 12,874; damasks showed 
21,181 ps., against 20,009 ; velvets, velveteens, and fustians fell 
from 23,705 ps. to 6,130 ; jacconets, cambrics, muslins, and lawns 
advanced from 20,079 to 60,815 ; handkerchiefs showed 321,159 
doz. against 349,235. 

In woollens, blankets showed only 4,800 pairs, against 18,658 
in the previous year. Bombazettes fell from 9,543 ps. to 
7,996 ps. ; English camlets declined from 73,475 ps. to 63,932 ps. ; 
broad and habit cloth, &c., showed 29,721 ps., against 33,125 ps. ; 
epavieh stripes declined from 64,281 ps. to 53,642 ps. ; Russian 
cloth, on the contrary, advanced from 1,760 ps. to 5,214 ps. ; 
lastings showed no more than 27,016 ps., against 49,919 ; crape, 
however, which was ni! in 1871, sprang up to 6,615 ps. in 1872 ; 
long ells showed 85,684 against ps. 102,119 in the previous year ; 
and lustres and Orleans cloths advanced from 197,108 ps., to 
272,833. 

The general import of metals advanced from Tle. 2,438,547 to 
Tis. 3,611,389 ; needles advanced from 557,979 mille to 911,169. 

Comparing the exports of native goods in 1871 and 1872 we 
find silk advancing from Tls. 25,174,297 to Tls. 27,719,030 ; 
black tea advanced from TIs. 30,434,280 to Tls. 33,545,411 ; green 
tea showed Ts. 10,275,616, against Tls. 9,082,417 in the preced- 
ing year ; brick tea advanced from Tls. 754,495 to Tls. 969,935. 

Bags advanced from 252,990 ps. in 1871 to 465,948 in 1872. 
Fans increased from 5,325,671 ps. to 7,031,302. Mats and mat- 
ting advanced from 290,946 ps. to 331,084. Oils of all kinds 
showed 80,663 piculs, against 14,271. 

White sugar showed 101,167 piculs, against 61,180; brown 
sugar, 415,665, against 323,131 ; and candy 6,763, against 23,425. 

All the apa imported into China reaches it through Hong 
Kong. As the quantity consumed there is comparatively trifling, 
the amount brought into China in native vessels—and which 
consequently does not appear in these returns—must be nearly 
equal to the quantity by which the Hong Kong importation 
exceeds the entries of the Treaty Ports. A deduction must be 
made from this for the amount sent to California for the use of 
the Chinese there. 

The total export of black tea to Great’ Britain in 1872 was 
976,373 piculs. Australia took 107,624, the United States 
151,998. Of green tea 79,945 piculs were sent to Great Britain, 
162,454 to the United States. Besides the leaf and brick teas 
forwarded, va Tientsin and Kiachta, to Siberia and Russia, con- 
siderable quantities are sent from Hankow and vicinity up the 
Han river to Fan-ch’éng, where overland carriage is resorted to. 
No figures are available for the years previous to 1871. In 1871 
there were sent into Siberia and Mongolia 91,121 piculs of leaf, 
and 111,062 of brick; and in 1872 48,052 leaf, and 109,910 

rick. 

The shipping for the last five years has been divided between 
steamers and sailing vessels in the following proportions, nearly 
—asteamers, entered and cleared, in 1868, 7,158; 1869, 7,215; 
1870, 7,724 ; 1871, 8,218; 1872, 9,711. Sailing vessels, entered 
and cleared, in 1868, 6,917; 1869, 7,587; 1870, 6,412; 1871, 
6,745 ; and 1872, 7,379. 

In 1872 8,360 vessels entered and cleared under the British 
flag. The Americans came next with 5,174, having advanced 
with giant strides from 1867, when their vessels numbered no 
more than 2,926. The German flag protected 1.976 vessels ; the 
French no more that 225. The remainder of the nationalities are 
too trifling for recapitulation. It is, however, noteworthy that 
there were four Peruvians. 

The total revenue of thefourteen open ports in 1872 was Tls. 
11,678,635. Taking them in the order given, we find Newchwang 
Tis. 235,625, Tientsin Tls. 333,781, Chefoo Tls. 330,972, Hankow 
Tis. 1,564,345, Kiukiang Tls. 585,883, Chinkiang Tls. 337,083, 
Shanghai Tls. 3,295,746, Nin Tls. 803,138, Foochow Tls. 
1,861,20]. Tamsui Tls. 122,195, Takow Tls. 110,694, Amoy Ts. 
544,474,7 Svatow Ts. 495,693, and Canton Tls. 1,057,799. 

The value of the whole trade of the ports in 1872 was—New- 
chwang Tls. 5,371,791, Tientsin Tis, 16,996,309, Chefoo Ts. 
9,133,830, Hankow Ts. 36,092,343, Kiukiang Tis. 11,172,013, 
Chinkiang Tls. 14,924,731, Shanghai Tls. 49,064,410, Ningpo 
Tls. 17,909,297, Foochow Tis. 17,758,518, Tamsui Tls. 1,578,067, 
Takow Tis. 1,822,533, Amoy Tls. 9,489,737, Swatow Tls. 
15,883,389, and Canton Tls, 31,444,498. 
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Shanghai is taken by itself in a table, from which we find that 
the net value of the trade of the port has only fluctuated since 
1867 from Tls. 38,093,374, to Tls. 49,064 in 1872. Trade rose in 
1868 to nearly its present amount, was depressed in the two fol- 
lowing years, but advanced in 1871 to Tls. 51,446,421, the highest 
amount yet attained. 


MR. MALET’S REPORT ON THE TRADE OF CHINA. 
(THE TIMES.) 

The relations of China to the Western World are still involved in that 
cloud in which it has been the policy of the Government at Pcking to 
wrap the immense empire and illimitable resources of the “ Flowery 
Land.” War and religion have failed to make more than the most su- 
perficial and evanescent impression upon the stolid arrogance with 
which the Chinese and their rulers reject the proffers of European civi- 
lisation. But where soldiers and missionaries have been baffled the 
merchant is slowly but surely winning his way. Trade may be less 
magnificent in its progress than warfare, and its aims are avowedly 
lower than missionary effort; but its conquests are more durable, as 
its conduct is more prudent. The distinction, indeed, is very far from 
originating in any moral superiority on the part of the China merchants 
compared with the English soldiers who have fought in China, or with 
the English missionaries who have preached there. It is the merchant's 
business to attack the Chinaman on his most vulnerable side—the side 
of his self-interest ; and no one is readier to avail himself of a chance 
of profit than the Chinaman. A bargain is a very commonplace piece 
of business, and does not profess to be a vehicle for the distribution of 
“ideas ;" but a long succession of bargains between Chinese and 
Europeans breaks down effectually, though insensibly, the ramparts 
that Celestial conceit has built up. When we hear that the China 
trade is growing we know that the emancipation of China is merely a 
work of time. And so rapid is the growth of this trade, as testified by 
the report lately prepared for the Fureign-office by Mr. Malet, Secretary 
of Legation at Peking, that we may expect to see the normal progress 
of generations compreased into a very few years. We should put more 
trust in this agency of our merchants than even in such diplomatic 
triumphs as the electric telegraph informed our readers had been 
attained by the tardy concession of the right of Audience. 

Mr. Malet’s report, which has just been laid before the House of 
Commons, is introductory to a detailed survey of the China Trade of 
1872. It deals with the fluctuations of the trade between the year 
1864, when Mr. Hart became Chief of the Foreign Inspectorate of Cus- 
toms at Peking, and 1871, down to which latter year only the statistics 
in possession of the Legation extend. Mr. Wade, our Minister at the 
Chinese capital, makes a rough calculation of the British trade for 1872, 
which, however, cannot be compared with the figures of the previous year 


j urnished by Mr. Malet, inasmuch as Mr. Malet does not include the traffic 


in specie or bullion in his estimate, while it is to be inferred that Mr. 
Wade doesso. This discrepancy can hardly cover the wide difference be- 
tween Mr. Wade's statement that the “ British trade with China for the 
year 1872” amounted in value to “at least £56,000,000," and Mr. Malet’s 
statistics of the total import and export trade of Chfna for the previous 
years. In 1871 the whole value of the foreign trade of China with 
European and non-European nations was under £46,000,000, of which 
Great Britain and her dependencies absorbed over £39,650,000, the Con- 
tinent of Europe about £1,300,000, the United States £3,600,000, and 
all the rest of the world a little more than £2,000,000. Close upon 
forty millions of trade done in a single year is a remarkable return to be 
placed to the credit of British enterprise, but it is still far away enough 
from the grand total of £56,000,000, which Mr. Wade fixes upon as the 
high water mark of our commerce with China in 1872. 

However this may be, the foreign trade with China shows every sign 
of vitality and progress. The total value in 1864 was £31,590,000, the 
imports amounting to £15,388,000, and the exports to £16,201,000. In 
1865 the total showed a large increase, rising to £36,569,000 ; in 1866 
the increase was again marked, though less considerable, the total being 
£39,217,000. In 1867, however, the tide turned, the imports showing 
a falling off of nearly a million and three-quarters, and the whole trade 
reaching only £38,167,000. But in 1868 this momentary check was 
mastered ; the imports nearly rose to their former level, and the ex- 
ports increased in value no less than £3,350,000, giving a total trade of 
£42,000,000. In 1869 the recovery continued, and the trade reached 
£42,620,000. In 1870, however, came the Franco-German war, and 
the paralysing effect of that mighty political convulsion was felt in the 
distant East. Both the imports and the exports declined, and the total 
trade fell to £38,890,000. The blow, though severe, was soon forgotten, 
and in 1871 the imports rose in value to £23,450,000, and the exports to 
£22,450,000, making a tutal of very close upon £46,000,000, of which 
England and her dependencies are credited with more than £39,650,000 
—about seven-eighths of the whole. The statistics for 1872 have not 
yet been published, but, as the Customs collection for last year is com- 
puted at £3,830,000, against £3,730,000 in 1871, it is plain that the 
foreign trade of 1872 showed no symptoms of decline. 

The effect of the European War on the China trade has been ques- 
tioned, and the unfavourable returns of 1870 have been attributed 
wholly by some persons to the Tientsin massacre, which occurred in 
the summer of that year. Mr. Malet, however, points out, in the first 
place, that the fall in value of the trade between China and the Con- 
tinent of Europe was relatively much greater than the decline in the 
British trade; and, in the second place, that the opium traffic with 
India, which, of course, was out of the reach of European risks and 
fluctuations of demand, steadily increased in value during 1870. The 
same inference is suggested by the table of vessels entered and cleared 
in the Treaty Ports during 1869, 1870, and 1871 under the English, 
French, German, and American flags. Of the entire number about one- 
hulf were British in 1869, but the proportion is now much more in our 
favour. We lost ground considerably in 1870, and so did France—the 
Jatter, however, having very little to loge ; Germany had to witness the 
yeduction of her vessels trading with China from 2,387 to 1,304, and 
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even in 1871 her numbers had only risen to 1,480. On the other hand, 
the Unite. States have increased rapidly in the number and tonnage 
of the ships engaged in the China trade, and they press us rather close 
in this respect. As their trade, however, amounts to less than one- 
fifth of that absorbed by Great Britain, and one-tenth of that which 
fills to the share of this Empire as a whole, we can afford to look not 
oaly with equanimity, but with satisfaction, on the enterprise of our 
Transatlantic kinsmen. We could wish that our colonial fellow-subjects 
were doing better for themselves, The import and export trade between 
Australia and China amounts to the considerable sum of £688,000— 
—equivalent to something like one-half of the entire trade between 
China and the Continent of Europe, excluding Russia. But British 
America does very little on its own account, New Zealand still less, and 
South Africa least of all. 

There is a steady and large increase in the importation of cotton 
fabrics, which in 1867 were valued at £4,385,180, but had risen in 1871 
to £5,692,332. Other European imports appear to be subject to re- 
markable fluctuations. But the Chinese demand for Indian opium does 
not seem to be affected by the extended growth of the native poppy as 
much as has been apprehended by Anglo-Indian financiers. Tea and 
silk remain the two pillars of the Chinese export trade; the value ex- 

rted in 1871 amounting, of the former to £11,870,000, and of the 

tter to £7,552,289. Among the competitors with us for the China 
trade, especially in tea, Russia is to be reckoned, though as yet she is a 
rival rather in pretension than in performance. A great deal was 
talked some few years ago about the possibilities of the overland trade 
between Russia and China by way of Kiachta, and it had reached very 
respectable dimensions, being valued at £600,000 in 1869. In 1871, 
however, it had declined to £326,000—a result attributed to the dis- 
turbed state of Mongolia and the ravages of the cattle disease. A pro- 
ject for opening trade between China and Russia in another direction, 

y making use of communication by sea between Tientsin and the 
mouth of tl:e Amoor, ascending that river and then making a journey 
overland to Irkutsk, is mentioned by Mr. Malet in a doubtful tone. In 
any case the commercial results are not likely to be very remarkable. 
Indeed, when we remember that the whole of the trade by sea and land 
between Russia and China is estimated at no more than £506,595, we 
need not be anxious about any threatened rivalry from that quarter. 





THE CHINA COLLECTION AT THE VIENNA 
EXHIBITION. 

The correspondent of The Times writes as follows with reference to 
the China department in the Exhibition :— 

China is almost as interesting to Englishmen as India—more go, per- 
haps, in some ways, inasmuch as there is more mystery about it. We 
may travel India from the Himalayas to Cape Comorin, if we care to 
take the trouble, while we can only get flying glimpses at the interior 
of China through the Treaty Ports. At Vienna one has extraordinary 
opportunities of studying the Celestial Empire in its romantic and 
artistic, as well as its industrial aspects. The Exhibition can scarcely 
be called a national one, for the country has scarcely decided to depart 
from its traditional exclusiveness ; but the Government has remained 
neutral, if it has not positively encouraged the spirited exertions of 
foreign officials in its service. Mr. Hart, Inspector-General of the 
Maritime Customs, has been the moving spirit in responding to a re- 
quest made by the Austrian Minister. Mr. Hart has been suffered to 
make free use of the funda which his Celestial superiors confide to him 
almost @ ciscrétion, and he addressed himself to his European subordi- 
nates at all the ports open by treaty. The result is this very complete 
exhibition of all the Chinese imports and most of the exports. At- 
tached to this, which may be called the kernel of the Chinese collec- 
tion, you have on the one side a display of silks, porcelain, &., and all 
kinds of fancy articles and curiosities, and on the other something 
similar, only rather more of a bazaar, opened by Herr Overbeck, a Ger- 
man merchant in the China trade. 

Mr. Hart's collection has been arranged with great care by Messrs. 
Drew and Detring, two of the Customs Commissioners. Their mant- 
script catologue is in reality a series of elaborate notes illustrating the 
different objects. I venture to say that many persons fairly conversant 
with Chinese matters will learn a good deal by perusing it that will 
surprise them. It would appear that China makes large imports of 
articles we regard as her staple productions, and rice rersd. Thus, she 
buys a great deal of Japanese tea of all qualities, ranging in price from 
Tis. 90 to Tls, 2 the picul. The finest quality is intended for presents, 
and consequently would seem to surpass anything grown in the tea 
gardens of the Flowery Land ; the inferior comes in the shape of dust, 
and is brought chiefly to the ports that are furthest removed from the 
great tea-growing districts. The medium kinds are imported in leaf, 
and prepared in China for being re-exported. You may imagine speci- 
mens of very fair coal from the north end of Formosa, sold cheaply 
enough, as the pit mouths are at no great distance from the sea shore. 
There is an immense extent of anthracite that is believed to be of ex- 
cellent quality in the provinces of Chihli and Shansi. Baron Rich- 
thoven, the German traveller, has reported on it in published letters, 
and it is understood that the matter has been the subject of diplomatic 
communications by our Forcign-office. Unfortunately the Chinese Go- 
vernment declines altogether to permit the mines to be worked, in the 
idea that the promotion of a coal trade must tend to open up the 
country. Another branch of oxport that has received a great im- 
pulse within the last few years is that of straw plaits to America 
to make into summer hats. It is odd that the Chinese should 
not export for the benefit of cheap European and American mil- 
liners the pretty pith flowers they cut out of the substance of the 
aralia papyrifera. It is the same material precisely which is used in the 
sun helmets, the figures, and the models of temples we saw in our own 
Indian department, and there is a case full of the rude tools employed 
in the flower manufacture. China sends abroad a great deal of grass 
for papermakin.z — Brass that closcly resembles the Spanish ésparto 
You may see specimens of the fine clay employed in the porcelain manv9 
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facture, wonderfully soft to the touch, and rubbing off like white soap 
upon the fingers, and there are the colours, too, that are used in the 
painting. Among other things more likely to be in demand with native 
dealers than foreign merchants, are spirits made of millet and rice, and, 
above all, a most exhaustive assortment of the native pharmacoposia, 
containing, among other sovereign specifics, toads and lizards, beetles 
and spiders. From Korea there are several articles of interest. The 
Americans had, it will be remembered, a good deal of disagrea_.p, - come 
munication with those Koreans, when they tried unsuccessfully tv‘coerce 
them into a treaty of commerce. There is the coarse paper, wonder- 
fully tough, on which they write their despatches; much like that 
which has been blowing in a fish-flag from the Japanese village through 
all this stormy May; and there are genuine breechloaders, both rifles 
and field guns ; one of the last as large as a six-pounder, the patents 
probably dating from some centuries back.

The fifth number of the China Review; or, Notes and Queries 
on the Far East, fully sustains the reputation already estab- 
lished by the editor, as being a most interesting and valuable 
miscellany. It opens with “Han Wan-kung,” a study in Chi- 
nese biography, by the Rev. J. Chalmers. Mr. Alfred Lister 
follows with “An Hour with a Chinese Romance ”—also a lec- 
ture reproduced—and discourses pleasantly concerning “Yu 
Chiao Li,” a domestic story, which has been translated into 
French by M. Remusat, under the title of Les deux Cousines. 
The Rev. J. Edkins continues his treatise on Chinese Philology ; 
and the Rev. T. G. Selby contributes an interesting paper under 
the title of “ Yan-kwo, Yuk Lik,” or the Purgatories of Popular 
Buddhism. 

Confucianism, however, whilst supplying the outline of all moral 
teaching, halts at the point where so many systems halt—the creation 
of motive power. It overspreads the country like a rich radiant cloud, 
but leaves the moral roots in men unfertilised and untouched. Confu- 
cianism has been prolific of hero-worshippers and transcendentalists— 
men who, like our own Carlyle, have put the practice of virtue upon a 
higher platform than the degrading considerations of recompense, and 
have scorned the vulgar herd who do good for “ sugar-plums.” But 
East or West, retributionary teaching once excluded, men look only to 
that stubborn compound of moral sense and feshly passion, miscalled con- 
science, four the measure and warrant of their obligations, and slide off 
into views of virtue with a strong Epicurean accent in their tone. 

There may be something in all this, though we are not pre- 
pared to accept the reverend writer’s definition of conscience, nor, 
indeed, even in these days, to hear such a definition promulgated, 
as it were, from a pulpit. There is a good deal more of equally 
fussy argument in this paper, which we conclude with more plea- 
sure than any other of the contents of the number. “Old 
Peking” contributes a chatty paper upon general subjects, in- 
cluding several anecdotes, which Ne credit to the strength of his 
memory by proving how well he can remember trifles. The 
“Liu Family,” or “ Canton during the Period of the Five Dynas- 
ties” is an interesting passage from the history of the Kwantung 
Province, by Mr. E. C. Bowra, whose style is always welcome. 
The introduction to the Chinese Theory of Music is also worth 
reading. The number concludes with some thoughtful reviews, 
and a few notes and queries of particular interest. 


Ocean Highways has two maps—of the usual excellence—one, 
of the British possessions on the gold and slave coasts of Western 
Africa, and the other of “Smith Sound,” with the track of 
the good ship Polaris—latest, and, would we could add, last of 


Arctic explorers. Among the literary contents of the present 
number are some sensible remarks on venomous reptiles M4 Mr. 
Spruce ; a sketch of the Gold Coast by an old Coaster ; a Paper 


on Khiva by the Rev. G. P. Badger ; and a very light article in- 
deed on the “ Footpaths of London” — rather out of place, we 
fancy, in “ Ocean Highways” —in which Mr. H. P. Malet dis- 
courses touchingly on the contrast between the time when he 
“trundled the thoughtless hoop” (!) and the present days when 
his footsteps are “ stick-supported.” Some valuable papers by 
Mr. H.H. Gigliogli, and Professor Mohn, with the usual reviews, 
and the ever-interesting “ Proceedings of Geographical Societies 
at Home and Abroad,” make up a very admirable number. 


HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

RotTTerDaM, JULY 2. _ 
In the Second Chamber the Colonial Minister, replying to a question 
of M. Nierstrass relative to the state of affairs in Atchin, said he could 
not enter into particulars respecting the causes of the war and the re- 
treat of the first expedition. The Minister could only state that the 
Government had proclaimed a blockade, but could not say jock it 
was effective. | The Government had satisfied all the requkements of 
the Colonial-office for the forces ard war material to meet the contin- 
gency of a second expedition. There were negotiations pin‘ling be- 
tween the bellizerents, but it was p: ssible, and even probable, that the 
neighbouring friendly Rajahs would make efforts to induce the Sultan 
to enter into negotiations with Holland. The Minister believed that 
the Colonial Government was di:poied to accept an honourable peace 

without offusion of blood, although without discontinuing the n 
preparations for war, He added, however, that the Government had no 
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knowledge of certain terms of arrangement alleged to have been offered 
era and declared that Holland could never entertain such con- 
ions, 

In my last letter I had occasion to state that the second elections in 
those districts where none of the candidates had obtained the necessary 
majority at the first had not given very favourable results for the 
Liberal party, which on the whole lost five members, so that when the 
new sessitn is opened the Liberal majority will be reduced to one. 
Even withiphis majority it would still be possible to govern, but schism 

amongst the Liberals, which increases every day. ig was 
proved when the members dealt with the Bill to abolish the system of 
substitution, and to introduce compulsory personal service in the army. 
The section report had before ceored that the opinion of the majority was 
unfavourable to the Bill, but nobody had dreamed of such a strong oppo- 
sition being manifested as proved to be the case when the debate came on. 
The Radicals brought up all their grievances, old and new, and the tone 
of the debate was not improved by a clumsy tour de main of the 
Minister of the Home Department to save the principle of the Bill. 
During the discussion a Radical member, Mr. de Roo van Alderwerelt, 
who had had a personal dispute with the Minister of the War Depart- 
ment, attacked Mr. van Styrum in such an unparliamentary manner 
that the Minister challenged him. Happily the duel has been prevented ; 
some friends intervened, and in yesterday's sitting a declaration was read, 
stating that both the parties were satisfied by the explanations which 
have been given. But the Bill has been lost. The Minister Geertsema 
declared after a three days’ debate that he withdrew the Bill, where- 
upon the Minister of the War Department stated that he should de- 
cline to bring forward the other military Bills, and that he placed his 
portfolio at the disposal of the King.

The Turkish Commission appointed to examine the question 
of the Suez Canal tonnage dues has concluded ita labours, and 
submitted its report to the Council of Ministers. Their judg- 
ment has been communicated, although at present only un- 
officially, to the representatives of the Powers. It declares that 
the Porte never understood the expression “ton of capacity” to 
signify the tonnage declared on the ship’s papers, but the 
available tonnage of the vessel. The Turkish Ministers admit 
the difficulty of establishing a just and uniform measurement, 
but recommend M. de Lesseps and the Maritime Powers to agree 
upon the adoption of the Moorson system, otherwise the question 
must be submitted to’an International Commission. The judg- 
mene the pees of creer confines itself to stating the 

ignification of the term “ton of capacity,” apparenly lea it 
ar undaratedd that M. de Lesseps ior the right to eatablish the 
tonnage dues on the present system. 

The Eastern Telegraph Company’s traffic receipts for the month 
of June amounted to £27,398, and to £29,926 in the correspond- 
ing period of 1872. The traffic receipts of the Eastern Exten- 
Company (Limited) for 
the five months ending the 31st amounted to £86,605, and 
for the month of June to £18,640. After October next the total 
receipts for the corresponding period of last year of the three 
companies recently amalgamated will be published, with the cur- 
rent receipts of the Eastern Extension Company. The traffic 
receipts on the China and Japan lines of the Great Northern 
Telegraph Company for the month of June were 126,183fr., 
against 113,456fr. in June, 1872. 

At the general meeting of the Oriental Telegram Company 
(Limited) the manager stated that the business is progressing 
satisfactorily, and that he looks forward to a great future for the — 
company. 

‘A letier has appeared in The Times, signed “A Batavia Mer- 
chant,” complaining of the existing rere epee for the shipment 
of English goods to the Dutch East Indies, via eee The 
correspondent asserts that nearly all the steamers loading in 
London or Liverpool for J: Se and China, via the Suez Canal 
take “through” goods to Java, signing a “through” bill of 
lading; and taking the entire freight in advance, but as the 
goods are consigned to various mercantile firms at Singapore 
who have to forward the Java goods in Dutch steamers, an 
who, moreover, have no particular interest whether the goods 
are sent on quickly or not, the result is very unsatisfactory, and 
there are instances where goods are left and absolutely forgotten 
until the consignersa in Java have caused them to be found. 
This state of things “ A Batavia Merchant” thinks might be 
remedied if a clause were inserted in the bills of lading in 
England that Java goods are to be shipped away from Singapore 
by the first Dutch steamer that leaves for Java after they have 
been landed. Since the publication of this letter The Times has 
inserted a communication from Mr. P. F. Tidman, stating that all 
grounds of complaint are likely to be removed by the regular 
running of the steamers of the New York, London, and China 
Company between the Straits and Java. 

A meeting of the holders of the 20,000 shares issued by the 
Bank of Hindustan on its Sain Srey with the Imperial 
Bank of China and Japan is called for this day. 1t is formally 
notified that a petition for the minding up of the last named 
Bank is to be heard before Vice-Chancellor Wickens on the 11th 
inst.

Measrs. Percival and Co.’s Circular says :— 

There has been little if any change in the market during the past 
week. A continued demand has been shown for Black-leaf Congou, 
ly on speculative account, which has led to sales of some importance 
y private contract, and prices agnin are rather dearcr, the bulk of the 
business being done at 1s. to 1s, 0?d. Buyers are now generally under 
the impression that prices cannot go much, if any, lower, and had pre- 
sent stocks afforded dealers a more suitable selection transactions would 
in all probability have been on a more extended scale. Latest advices 
from China continue to show that operations in New Teas are proceed- 
ing more cautiously than for some seasons past, the quantity shipped 
from the opening of the market to June 21 being 15,200,000 Ibs., against 
34,500,000 lbs. to the same time last year. This circumstance, coupled 
with the fact that the present stock of Congou is much smaller than it 
has been for many years past (being only 41,500,000 Ibs., or equal to 
little over four months’ deliveries), ought to impart some life and firm- 
ness to the market on the arrival of New Season's crop, the firat of 
which may be looked for on the 11th or 12th inst. Deliveries for the 
month have been small, owing chiefly to the great falling-off in the ex-

Oolongs remain 
much as before, with a limited demand ; some fine sold in auction at 
1s. 5$d. per Ib. Souchongs: Some parcels of good to fine quality have 
been sold at public auction, without reserve, at 1s. 4d. to 1s, 5d. per 
Ib., being 1d. to 2d. per Ib. decline. In Flowery Pekoes and Uncoloured 
Japan Teas there is nothing of interest to report. Scented Teas.—

6d., but manufacturers will buy only just 
what they want, and thus there is a dragging business, In market 
Canton Tsatlees there is inquiry at 14s., 6d. and, some importers have 
accepted this price, a fairish business at times having been done in this 
Silk. Japan and Bengal Silks are also quiet, but without any quotable 
change in prices. Deliveries have been less satisfactory. :

We fear it is that Manufacturers and Throwsters find their 
tradereally'very unsatisfactory, and their stocks large, and soare unwilling

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to make fresh attempts. The increase in the stocks is however con- 
fined almost entirely to China Silk—Bengal and Japan both showing 
reduction, the two together more than counteracting the increase in 
Canton Silk. The difference in prices we make in China Silk in all but 
the best chops 6s. to 7s. per lb., in Canton Silk about 4s.,in Bengal 
Filature Silk about 3s., while Japan Maibash, the prices of which last 
year were relatively moderate, shows a reduction of only about 2s., 
although in some special classes we find much less favourt,, ‘figures.
